The Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, issued 
the following Notification dated 26th October, 1981, herein¬

SO. 776(E).—Whereas the People's Liberation Aimy (East¬ 
ern Region) generally konwn as the PEA, the People’s Revo- 
luucncry Party of Kangleipak (he.einafter lefeired to as 
PREPAK) and ils Red Aimy as also the offsihoots of PREPAK 
like the Kandeipak Communist Party (K.C.P.) and its armed 
wing also callecl the 'Red Army’ (hcieinafter leferred to as 
the Meiici Extremist Oragiosations) : —

tion of an independent Manipur compnsing the Stale

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And wherein the Central Goveinnient is oL the opinion 
that for ihc itasons aforesaid, the Mcitei ExtruiiLt tiiganisa- 
tions and othiii bodies set up by thc.ii, ineluding ih,; armed 
groups named above, arc unlawful associations ; 

And whereas the Central Govcrnnieiit is further of the 
opinion that because ot ’he repeated acts of violence and 
attaess by atnicj groups of (he aforesaid iVleitei Exlrem.at 
Orag ns./iions on the poliie forces and on the civilian popu¬ 
lation, it IS necessary to declare the Mititei Extremist tliga- 
nisations and the other bodies eel up by them, meluding tne 
so-called People's Eihcraiion \imy and the Ihed Army, to 
be unlawful wuh immediate effect; 

Now, thcrefoic, in eveicise of the powers cotiteiitd by sub- 
lection tl) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prcve,i- 
tion) A 1 , 196, (37 ot iyti7), the ceiitial Cioveinmem hereby 
declates the People’s hiberation Army tEnslcrn Rigiot). Pto- 
ples’ K,r\'ohint'jnary Paity ot Kaiigkipak and its Ked Ainiy, 
a;i aho the ofl ihools of PREPAlv. like the K.aiiglcip.i’ic Com¬ 
munist Parly and its armed wing also called the Red Army imd 
mhei bodies set up by them to be unlav/fiil iissocialions and 
directs, in exercise of the powers confeired by the provi-o 
to sub-i.ection (3) of that section, that thia notification shall, 
subject to any oidei that iiiuy be made unJei section 4 of the 
said Act, have elf^l from the date of i s publication in the 
Official Gazette.

The Notification was published in the Ga/xttc of India 
Extraordinary on the same date. 

By the Ministry of Home Affairs Notification No. S.O. 
799tE> dated 13th November, 1931, in exercise of the poweis 
conterred by sub-section (1) of Section S of the Unlawful Acti¬ 
vities (Prevention) Aci, 1967 (Act 3 7 of 1967) hereinafter 
lefericd to us ‘the Act’), the C'cn'ial Government constituted 
this Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal. 

By the Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs 
letter dated nil, a copy of the Notification was referied to 
this TnbunaJ as required under sub-section (1) of Section 4 
of the Act for the purpose of adjudicating whether or not 
there is sufficient cause for declaring the said associations as 
unlaw ml. As required under Rule 5 of ihc Unlawful Acli- 
vities (Prevention) Rules, 1969 (hereinafter referred to as 
‘the Rules’) a Resume icgaidiug the aims, objectives and 
activities of the said associations, (hereinafter icfcricd to as 
“the Regume”, was also forvurded therewith. The information 
furnished in ffiis rasumc was up-dated by a supplement to ils 
Annexurc X forwarded by the Government of India, Ministry 
of Home Affairs letter dated ISlli Dccenibcr, 1981. 

This Tribunal by order dated 4-12-1981 decided to issue 
notices on the Meitci Extremist Organisations; and the follow¬ 
ing notice watj issued on the 5th December, 1981 :

Whereas the Government of India has deUaied the Mcitei 
Evtiemist Organisations hke the People’s Liberation Army 
(Eastern Region) generally known as the PEA, the Feople’’s 
Kcvoluntionary Party of Kaiigleipak (f'REPAlv) and its ‘Red 
Army’ and the offshoots of PKEPAK like the Kangleipak 
Go-iimunist Pary (K.C.P.) and its armed wing alsj called the 
R: 1 Army and otiiei bodies .se'up by them to be Unlawful 
as-jciations under sub-sec’ion, (1) of Section 3 of the Unlaw¬ 
ful Activities (Prevention) Act, l‘)67 (Act No, XXXVIl of 
196/) by CiONernmeni of Indui, Ministry of Horne Affairs, 
Notiiication No. S.O. 776 E) dated 26th October, 1981, pub¬ 
lished in the Gazette of India Extraoidmary dared October 
26, 1981, a copy of which is attached hereto ; and 


Whereas undei sub-section (1) of Section 4 of the said Act 
Iht sard Notification has been referred to ihp Unlawiul AdCti- 
vitres (Prevention) Tribunal, constituted by (he Central Gov- 
eiLOient under siib-Mection (1) of Scciion 5 oi the said Act, 
tor the purpose ot adjudiLating whotlicr or not, there is suffi- 
cic it cause for declaring the Mcitei Exuemist (irganisations 
like ti.c People’s Liberation Army (Eastein Region) generally 
known as the PLA, the People’s Revolutiouarv Parly of Kang- 
leipak (PREPAK) and ii-i Red Army and the offshoots of 
PREPAK like the Kandeipak Coromuni'a Parly (K.C.P.) and 
its ar.ncd wing also cedleJ the ‘Red Aruty’ and other bodies 
set up by them, ns unlawiul associations. 

Notice is hereby given undei sub-StClion (2) of Section 4 
ol tl,e Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967; 
and you are hereby called upon to show cause, in writing, 
within thirty days from the date of service of this notice, 
as to why your association should not be declared unlawful. 

For giving adequate publicity, notices were issued through 
the Chief Sccrelanes of Manipur, Mizoram, Assam, Nagaland, 
Meghalaya, Tripura and Arunachal Pradesh. ]t was also 
decided to publish notices in one English and one vernacular 
daily newspaper published from each of the above States. 
The notice was also announced through the All India Radio 
Stations at Imphal, Aizawl, Kohimii, Shillong, Gauhati, Silchar, 
Dibitigarh and Agartala m the regional languages and in 
English so ns to reach every nook and. cornci of the eastern 
region. 

The Governments of Tripura and Assam have reported 
that there are no snich, organisalions in their respective States. 
A rejpoit from the Under Secretary, Home, Government of 
Manipur, slates that the notices were served by bearing of 
drums, affixing similar copies of the notice in the prominent 
places and uu'.ng loudspeaker where Mcitei Extremists are 
operating and by announcement over Ihc All India Radio 
on 25-12-81, In Manipur, Rule b of tlie Rules, was thus, 
complied with. The notice was also published ip different 
local newspaiireis in the States of Manipur, Nagaland, A^ssam 
and Union 'Territory of Mizo.jin. The Slate of Arunachal 
Pradesh Is stated to have no local newspaper, The Notifica¬ 
tion was earlier announced through the All India Radm 
Stations in all the States of Manipur, Nagaland, Assam. Megha¬ 
laya, Tripura, Arunachal Pradesh and Mizoram. The service 
was accordingly considered to bo sufficient under the 
Rules and was accepted. 

The Tribunal heard the reference from 15-3-82 at Nagaland 
House, 29, Aurangzeb Road, New Delhi as notified. 

As none of the notified organisittons has appeared or 
shown cause after determination of the procedure and perus¬ 
ing the Notification, the resume and the affidavits of Shri 
M. V. Natarajan, Director of Home Affairs, New Delhi and 
of Shri Kh. Alohendra Singh, Under Secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment of Manipur in the Department of Home, the following 
Issiieg were framed:

(1) Whether the People’s Lil’eiatiui Army (Eastern 
Region) generally known as ffie PLA, the People’s 
Revoluntionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) anJ 
its Red Army as dso the offshoois of PREPAK like 
the Kangleipak Communist Par,i (K.C.P.) and Its 
armed wing also called ihe ‘Red Army’ (hereinofltr 
referred to as “the Meitei Extremi it Organisations''' 
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have openly declaictl fts their objective ihe foimatioii 
of an inclq)endeDt Manipur compfi.sinit the Stale of 
Manipur and have r^wrti.J lo violent activilies in 
pursuance of theii ohicctlve to bring about secession 
of the Slate of ^tanlpu^ fiom the Uni'Sj of India'' 

(2) Whether “the Meitci Extremist Organisations" havo 

been employing armed forces, namely, (he so-called 
People's Liberation Army, the Red Aimy and other 
bodiea set up by them, to achieve their aforesaid 
objective ? 

(3) Whether "the Meitei Extiomis'. Organisations” have, 

in furtherance of tlnsir aforcsiiid objective, been 
employing the said aimed forces in attacking tlie 
security forces and the civil Govcinmcnt and the 
citizens in the State of Manipur, and indulging in 
acts of looting and intimidation against the civilian 
population and collection of funds for their oigani- 
entions ? 

(4) Whetuer "the Mritei Extremist Organi'i.tions" have, 

to achieve their afoiesaid objective, made some 
cffoits to resume their contacts with foreign countries 
for seeming asistance by way of arms and trahiing ? 

(5) Whether “the Meitei Extremist Organisations” h\ 

their armed groups have resorted to repeated acts 
of violence and attacks on the police forces and on 
the civilian population'/ 

(61 Whether the afoiesaid activities slated in Issues No. 1 
to 5 of “the Maitei Extremist Organisations" are 
unlawful activities ? 

\'l) Whether pr not there is sufficient cause for declaring 
“the Meitei Extremist Organisations" to be unlawfiu 
associations as definded in Section 2fgl of the unlaw- 
fid Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, so as to justify 
confirmation or cancellaiion of the Nolilicalion No. 
776(E) published in the Gazette of India, Extia- 
ordinary, dated 26th October, 1981 7" 

Three witnesses, namely. Witness No. 1-—Shri Soubam 
Ibipishak Singh, Witness No. 2—Shrl M. V. Natarajan, and 
Witness No. 3—iShrl Kh. Mohendia Singh, were examined by 
the Governments of India and Manipur and aj many as 42 
exhibits were proved by them, 

ISSUE NO. 1 

To prove this issue Mr. A. R. Barthakur, the learned counsel 
on behalf of the Governments, relics on the Evidence of Wit¬ 
nesses No. 1, 2 and 3 and on Exhibits P|3 to P|22, P|26 to 
P|38 and P|40. 

It is staled in the Resume (Ext. P|40) that the Meitei Ex¬ 
tremist Organisations continue to exist as ‘live orgenisaiions’ 
having declared as their objective the formation of an inde¬ 
pendent Manipur comprhing the State of Manipur and bring¬ 
ing about secession of the said State from the Union of India 
and that they continue to employ aimed fo-'-cev to attack security 
forces, civilian Government and citizens in the State of Mani¬ 
pur and indulge in acts of looting, intimidation and collection 
of fundi) for their Organisations: and further that efforts have 
also been made by them lo resume contacts with foreign coun¬ 
tries for securing financial assistance and assistance by way 
of arms training. Witness No. 2, M. V. Natarajan, who is the 
Director in the Miniatry of Home Affairs, Government of 
India, New Delhi and in that capacity looks after Ihc papers 
^rtaining to lavv and order in the whole of North Eastern 
Region, except Ass^, and, as such, fully conversant with 
the full facts and circum.stnn'"cs leading lo the issue of the 
Notification, deposes tha( the facts mentioned bv him in the 
Resunje are, to the best of hia knowledge and belief, true. He 
states that in 1979 the Government had issued a Notification 
declaring certain Meitei Extremist organisations as cmlawful 
associations and the said Notification was confirmed. At that 
time it waa expected that the various Meitei Extremist Organisa¬ 
tions would cease to indulge in violence. The expectation, 
however, did not come true. Instead, there was a spurt in 
violent activities and the State Government had to declare 


the whole of Iniphal Valley ar disturbed aiea under the 
Armed Forces (Special Powers) Act in September, 1980, Wit¬ 
ness No. I, Soubam Ibppishak Singh, is a Deputy Superin¬ 
tendent of Police, poste'd in the Criminal Invcucigation De¬ 
partment III Manipur. He is by birth Munipuii, belongs to 
the Meitei community, was bom, brought up and educated 
in Manipur, and in fully convorsant with the Manipuri langu¬ 
age. He is also fully conversant with the local conditions 
including the law and order situation in the .State of Manipur. 
He deposes that the Meitei Extremist Organisations have 
ojienly declared theh objective to be the establishment of 
a Hovereign State of Manipur .ind to bung about secession 
of the Sate of Manipur from the Union of India, and 
that these extiemist organisations have also employed their 
aimed forces toi achieve their objective. Witness No, 3, 
Kh. Mohendra Singh, is the Under Secretary to the Govein- 
meii of Man pur in the Home Department In hb affidavit 
(Ext. P|41) he states that the Meitci Extremiat Organisation* 
have openly declared their objective to be the lormation of 
an independent Manipur comprising the .State of Manipur 
and have resorted to violent activities in pursuance of their 
objective lo bring about sMicssion of the said State from 
the Union of India and to achieve their objective, have 
employed their armed forces in attacking security forces and 
the civil Government. 

T he above statements are alsio corroborated by the con¬ 
tents of Dawn, Volume 1, 1979 (Ext. P|3), Dawn, Volume II, 
1979 (Ext. P)4), and Dawn, Volume III, 19.80 (Ext. P|5,'* 
published by the PLA wherein giving oblique interpretation* 
to communist ideology and terminology, the Government 
of India is sought to be depicted as their enemy, and the 
expressions like “Ddhi-bandits”. “Common enemy”, ‘Delhi- 
Mayangs”, and “Mayang Administration” have been used. 
In Dawn, Vohunc II, contains the communist song “In¬ 
ternationale” and the following slogans appear : (1) Down 
with Reactionaries, (2) Down with people's enemy, (3) Down 
with Delhi gangs, (4) Down with Mayang regime, (5) Down 
with Delhi-puppet (Running dogs), (6) P.L.A. Defends our 
motherland, (7) P.L.A. Army of the people, (8) We support 
People’.s Liberation Army, (9) We want Independence, and 
(10) We want Liberation. 

According lo Witness No. 1, ‘Mayang’ in Manipuii means 
a person who is not born and brought up in Manipur. In 
the leaflet (Ext. P|1I2) captioned-“REVOLT WE MUST” 
the expressions “Imperialist India", “We must raise arms” 
to defeat the “Imperialist Govt, of India" are found. It says ; 
‘‘For waging war against the enemy it is necessary to take 
help fiom other country of the world. They will aluo help 
us against the imperialist of InJia" Ext. P|ll is captioned 
‘WAR BULLETIN FOR INDEPENDENCE" published by 
the CON.SOCOM and PREPAK where it had, inter alia, dec¬ 
lared that the party would continue to sluigglc for the in 
dependence of Mampur from India ‘Imperialists' end their 
‘watch dogs and that it would annihilate the ‘pet dogs’ of 
‘imperialist India’ foi achieving independence. Ex. P'33 is a 
leaflet published by the K.C.P. which, according to it, has 
been formed "only to encounter from the supiession of the 
Govt, of India, to relieve us fiom their rule and to bring 
equality and freedom from the rule of a foreigner.” 

From the above evidence there can be no doubt that the 
Meitei Extremist Organisations have openly declared as 
their objective the formation of nii independent Manipur com¬ 
prising the State of Manipur and have resorted to violent 
activities in pursuance of their objective to bring about 
secession of the State of Manipur from the Union of India,

In support of this insue Mr, Barthakur relies on the evi¬ 
dence of Witnesses No. 1. 2 and 3. In Ext. P|6 the PEA 
leader appeals for taking action against the security forces. 
It is stated in Ext. P|17 that the Red Army of the PREPAK 
has been executing .series of orders of the People's Court in 
its campaign to implement the promises made by their party, 
and that PREPAK, the people*’ party had directed the Red 
Army to correct the misbehaviour committed by some of 
the people. Ext. P|18 sneaks of killing of counter-revolutioncry 
by the Red Army of the PREPAK. 

■^rhe Peo|ile’s Liberation Aimy (PE\l, as deposed to by 
Wimi'ss No, 1, constitutes the armed wing of the Armed 
Revolutionary Government Cif Manipur (A.R.G.M.) Similarlv 
PREPAK is a civil set up while its armed wing is known 
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Hi Red Army. The aimed wing oi ihc Kanfileipak. Communist 
Party (KCP) is also known as the Rer Army. The PLA 
is described in Dawn. Volume II, as the People’s Army and 
calls upon it to defeat the Mayang army’s uuppressive and 
aggiessivc attack by war of KcJf-ieliance ifnd self-defence. It 
stiites : 'Thus, only by destioying ihe eiTcctbe stiength of 
the enemy can we defend our motherland and liberate our 
people from the colonial yoke of the reactionary rule of 
Delhi bandits". In the PREPAK 'War Bulletin for Inde¬ 
pendence (Ext. P/ll) ihcre 's cncour.igemcnl to continue 
the War. Ext. P|29 depicts photographs of guccessful PLA 
Army officers being received by ihe PLA leaders and photo- 
graph of PLA army in their cimp. Ext, P/37 is a Manipuri 
leaflet in original issued by the Propoganda Committee of 
the PRE,PAK claiming credit for only six PREPAK mcmbois 
having attacked two truck loads of CRPF ^rsonnel. In 
the Resume it is stated that during the period from 26th 
(Jclober, 1979 ti'l September, 1981 members of these org i- 
nisutions had been responsible for 404 violent attacks on 
seciiiity forces, looting and ii’timidi tion of civilian people, 
snatching of arms and ammunition, and extortion of money— 
in order to achieve their objective of establishing an 'inde¬ 
pendent' Manipur State outside the Indian Union bv violent 
means. 

The .ibove evidence on lecord establishes that the IVhillei 
Extremist Organisations have been employing armed forces, 
namely, the so-called People’s Liberation Army, the Red 
Armies and other bodies set up by them, to achieve their 
objective. 

ISSUE NO. 3 


Bangladesh, Bhrma and Chino, Ext. P/9 which is a progress 
report of the PLA Unit, Eastern Region, lecords that the 
PL.k leader had successfully established contact with China 
after a long abortive attempts. Ext, P/22 is a photostat copy 
of a letter dated the 17th March, 1980 in English, the original 
of which IS with the army, sent by Ch. Ranjit Singh, a PLA 
leader addiessed to the President of the ‘‘Government of the 
People’s of Bangladesh’’. Ext. P/23 is also a photostat copy 
ot a leader dated 1st March, 1980 in English sent by the saige 
leader addressed to the Secretary General, Bangladesh 
Nationalist Party, Bangladesh. In it there is mention about 
opening a secret cadre training centre in Bangladesh. In tbea; 
two letters the PLA had requested for help of the Bangladesh 
Government as well as the Nationalist Pany so that it could 
achieve its objcclive. The witness deposes that as regards his 
statement about Meilei Extremist Organisations having con¬ 
tacts with foreign powers, such as, Bangladesh, Burma and 
China, apart fiom the documents in this regard he has pro¬ 
duced, he has learnt about it from the interio^ation state¬ 
ments of Shri N. Bisheswar Singh, Shri Ch. Ranjit Singh and 
Shri Rajcn Achouba of PLA, In Dawn, Volume II, the 
following “important achievements" of the PL.\ arc men¬ 
tioned. 

“(a) Wi> have established a good relation with the P.cople's 
Republic of China, a relation which our people 
are longing for. 

tb) We have implemented the theory, we learnt in China; 
thus laiscd the mbnde of onr hoops, and inspired 
our people and legained their lost hope for revolu¬ 
tion against the recent nation-wide capitulation of 
some pseudo revolutionaries 


.hnnexure X to the Resume contains a list of as many as 
439 violent incidents stated to have been perpetrated by 
Meitel extremists. The abstract of the violent incidents 


.shows ;— 

(1) Security Force Peisonncl killed —30 

{2} Secuiity Force Personnel wounded —38 

(3) Civilians killed —70 

(4J Civilians wounded —33 

(.3) Arms snatched by extremists —^208 


(6) Money looted —Rs. 14,10,039.18 

The question is whether these violent activities can be 
attributed to the members of the Meltei Extremist Organisa¬ 
tions. Mr, Barthakur, the learned counsel for the GoveinmenU 
submits that most of these activities are in conformity with 
the avowed objects of the Mcitci E.\tremist Organisations 
and it can reasonably be concluded that they are acts of 
those organisations and of no others; and that in some 
cases the Meilei Extremist Organisations have overtly claimed 
credit for success of their army operations against security 
and police personnel. In the violent incidents in Serial Nos. 32, 
(v5, 89, 170. 178, 180, 241, 299, 312. 318, 349, 359, 360, 429 
and 434 of Annexure X to the Resume persons who were 
killed bclorged to the Meitei Extremist Organisations, hrom 
Serial No, 334 of Annexure X ta the Resume it is found that 
the a''ms and ammunition recovered from the PLA camps 
were found to be those eailier snatched away by the ex¬ 
tremists. 

Some of the violent incidents undoubtedly showed that 
thoste were acts of armed personnel. There are enough in¬ 
stances of the said armed forces having indulged in acts of 
looting and intimidation against the civilian population and 
collection of funds for their organisations. This issue is 
accordingly answered in the affirmative. 

ISSUE NO. 4 

In support of this issue Mr. Barthakur relics on the evidence 
of Withnesses No. 1, 2 md 3 and on Ext*. P/9, P/22 and 
P/23, There is evidence to show that these organisations have 
made efforts to lesumc conGcts with foreign countries fot 
secuiina flnuui.il ussisl.mvc mid .'iso'stiincc by way of arms 
uiid ludiuiiv; Willing)- No 1 has personal knowledge aKiut 
the Meilei Extremist Cifgaciisatioas and their activities. He 
deposes that these exti.mist organisations in furtherance of 
their cbiecilve have aKa coniaded foreign counfiies, like 


Dawn Volume III contains a caption—‘Revision of our 
Political Study in China”. Aftei discussing similar revolutions 
elsewhere it observes ; "Such experience of our people’s 
Liberation Army could have been aLhieved only by the sum¬ 
mation of the failure of our past revolutions like the past 
Naga revolution by applying the scientific thought of the 
.Marxism-Leninjsni-Maotsetung thought, we have studied in 
China”. In the PLA hieiarcliy the Lhasa returness are regar¬ 
ded as leaders and are called “Ojhas” (feachersj. The PLA 
reemits are classified according tj the leaderahip group in 
which they had been enlisted. This organisational structure 
amply intlicales that the PLA had sufficient contact with 
Lhasa. 

From the above evidence there appears to be no doubt that 
the Meilei Exlremisl OrranisaL'ons have made some efforts to 
resume their contacts with foroim countries foi securing assis¬ 
tance by way of arms and traiiung. 

IShUE NO. 5 

The evidence of witnesses No. I and 2 and Ext. P/38 wll 
te relevant for this is^ue. The evidence discussed under issue 
No, 3 will also be relevant. It is stated that the PLA has kept 
up its progranune of violent acts aimed at demoralising the 
security forccs[poHcc personnel, undermining the policy of the 
lawfully established Government, and striking terror in the 
minds of the law abiding citizens. On 29th February, 1980 
about five wtremists fired upon an Assam Rifles patrol at 
Imphal killing three Assam Rifles personnel and snatching 
away three self-loading rifles. On the night of 17/18th July, 
1980, about 4 to 5 suspected exiremists forceO their entry in¬ 
to the Forest Department Hcatiquarters at Imphal and took 
away 23 serviceable and 13 unserviceable SBBL and DBBL 
guns. On the night of 21st September, 1980 the extremists 
raised the SSB camp at Mongsangei near Imphal and in an 
exchange of fire killed 2 SBB' personnel and seriously injured 
three others before decamping with 9 weapon-i. On I5th Jan¬ 
uary, 1981 a CRPF vehicle carrying ratmns was ambushed bv 
the extpmists near Sagolmang (Central District) resulting in 
the killing of 3 CRPF personnel and serious injuries to three 
others. On 28th January 1981 an A^^am Rifles’ truck was 
fired u^n by the extremists near Yangoupokpi about 30 Kms 
North-East of Imphal, resulting in bullet injurieg to the dri¬ 
ver and managed to snatch away one rifle, On 16th March 
1981' about 10 extremists overpowered the police personnel of 
Waikhong Police Station (Central District) and decamped with 
19 weapons, On 24th April, 1981 the \ddltionnl Superinfen- 
dent of Police (Rural) of the Manipur Police and two consta¬ 
bles weie aml'ushed by some extremists nc .r Imphal resulting 
m injuries to two constables. On June 1981 a CRPF vehi¬ 
cle was damaged and 2 CRPF personnel were injured when an 
explosive planted by suspected extremists went off near Kong- 
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jing about 7 Kms North-West of Imphal, On July 12, 1981 
two flSF Juwans w'cre killed and the vehicle carrying them 
was damaged when an explosive device planted by the exlre- 
mh’s went oiT betw.'cn Imphal i.nd Th mb il. On 1st Septem¬ 
ber, 198] a group of cxliemists ambushed one CRPb truck 
and a civillian jeep at a place near Loklah (Central Dhtr.rt), 
resulting in the killing of 6 CRFF personnel and four civilians 
and loss of 8 weapony. Iheie arc consideiablc number ol 
such incidents from which it can safely be conckided that the 
Meilei Extremist Organisations by their armed gioups have 
resoited to repeated acts of violence and attacks on the police 
forces and on the civilian population. 

ISSl.'t NO. 6 

Section 2 (f) of the Act defines '“unlawful activity” asunder. 

“(f) ‘unlwaful activity', in iJa ^on at an individual of 
aasocitation, means any action taken by such indivi¬ 
dual or association (whether by committing an act 
or by woids, eiihcr spoken or v ,ittcn, or by signs 
or by visible ropreseniatio,-i oi otherwise), 

(i) which is intended, or supiioits any claim, to bring 

about, on any giound vvhatsoevcr, the cession of 
a part of the territory of India or the secession of 
a part of the territory of India from the Union oi 
which incite.s any individual or group of individuals 
to bring about such ce^ision of secession; 

(ii) which disclaims, questions, disiupts or intended to 

disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integrity of 
India." 

The evidence discussed under the foregoing issue leaves no 
doubt that the Meitei Extremist Origanisations have been in¬ 
dulging in unlawful activities, as defined in the Act, 


of India, enjoins that it shalj be the duty of every citizen of 
India to abide by the Constitution; to uphold and piotect the 
sovereignty, unity and integrity of India; to defend the security 
ot the State; to dotend the country and render national ser¬ 
vice when called upon to do so; to promote harmony and the 
spirit of (jomraon brotherhood amongst all the (leople of India 
transcoding roligious, lingiistic and regional or sectional di¬ 
versities; to renoiuice piactices deicgatory to the dignity of 
women; to safeguard public property: and to adjure violence. 
Secession of any Stale fioni the Union of India is not coun¬ 
tenanced by the Constitution of India. Seemity of the State 
means the absence of serious aggravated lor.m of public dis¬ 
order, and it is endangered by Crimea of violence intended 
to overthrow the Government, levy ot war and relidiation 
against the Government, external aggression or large scale 
unlawful activities. Tile sovereign State is the fountain of all 
lights. To art against the sovereignty and integrity of the 
Slate is to act against the fundamental rights of all the citizens. 
Evoi-y coimtiy and age has iis ovvn problems. Anciept Hindu 
luiists emphasised the concepts of “Desha" (country) and 
“‘haia" (tinm). The country is presently facing the peculiar 
unlawful problem in its North Eaatcin Region. Scrutton L.J. 
is said to have observed in Rounfeldt Vs. Phillips (1918) 33 
TLR 46, that « war could not be carried according to the 
Sermon on the Mount, Similarly it was observed that a war 
could not be cairied on acvoiding to the p:inciplcs of Magna 
C.iiia. Very wide powers have been given to the executive to 
Act on suspicion on matters aff 'cting (he interest of the S’ate, 
It may be nccesvuy oi expedient foi security and publi'’ s.sfety, 
sovereignly and the integrity of the country, and the main¬ 
tenance of public order that the executive be given the power 
to act according to law as and When it considers expedient. 
The Act is such a piece of legislation to provide for the more 
effective prevention of unlawful activities of individuals and 
associations; and the oxocntive has to be allowed reasonable 
discretion in such matters with du© regard to the fundamental 
rights and fundamental duties enshrined in the Constitution 
of India. 


ISSUEE NO. 7 

“Unlawful nssoi'i.ition’ has been defined under Section 2(g) 
of the Act as follows :—■ 

“(g) “unlawful as-sociation’ means any association 

(i) Which has for its object any unlawful activity, oi 
which encourages or aids persons to undertake any 
unlawful activity, or of which the members under¬ 
take such activity; or 

(ii) Which has for its object any activity which is punish¬ 
able under Sec, 153-A or Ecc, 153-n of the Indian 
Panel Code (45 of 1860) or which encourages or 
aids persons to undertake any such activity, or of 
which the members undertake any such activity. 

Provided...” 

The Moitei Extremist Organisations having indulged in un¬ 
lawful activities as di.scussed under (he foregoing hues, have 
become unlawful associations. 


The Notification is unubtedly a pieveiifive measure. Whcit 
urgency in the interest of Public security, sivereignty and th- 
tegrity of the country may warrant, disregard of the alteram 
partem Rule is generally conceded. Preventive action under 
the pioviso to sub-sectlnii (3) of Section 3 of the Act may, 
therefore, be Justified. Undei y\rti-le 19 of the Constitution of 
India all citizers sliall .bine right to freedom of 
speech and expressions; to assemble peaceably and without 
arm.<); and to form associations o- unions. These rights, how¬ 


ever, shall not affect the opei aiion of any exislini} law in so 
farzaa it imposes, or prevent the Stale from making any law 
imposing in the interest of the sovereignty and integrity of 
In^a Or public ordei-, reasonable restrictions on the exercise 
of the above rights, The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act 
w an Act to provide for the more effective prevention of 
certain unlavvful activities of individuals and associations and 
for m.ifters conpee'ed thcre'vith. While considering the funda- 
monial rlj^t to form associations and to assemble peaceably 
without arms one has to consider similar fundamental rights 
of other citizens, “Salus Populi Supreme Lei’, the safety of 
the people is the supreme law. .Article 5IA of the Constitution 


Considering the credible evidence on record, including the 
affidavits on behalf of the Union of India and the Govern- 
rnent of Manipur and on pioper adjudication of the Notifica¬ 
tion referred, I consider it safe to conclude that there is 
sufficient cause for declaring the Meilei Extremist Oraginsa- 
tions as unlawful associations. I accordingly deem it fit 
and confirm the declaration made in the Nofincation, 

The declaration made in the Noiiflcaiion i.s confirmed and 
tile Reference is accepted.

3. The case of the concerned workmen is that they are the 
permanent workmen under the management and "are also 
members of Coal Mines Provident Fund. The management 
of Seetalpur Colliery employed them for the job of Security 
Guards os per exigency of tli© manegemont and the date ot 
joining in the post of Security Guard by the conixrned work¬ 
men are mentioned in the written statement. It will show that 
SI. Nos. 1 to 5 joined the post of security guard in June 77, 
SI. No. in July, 1977, SI, No. 7 in August, 1977, SI. Nos. 8 
& 9 In November 1977, SI. No. 10 In July, 1977 and SI, No, 
11 in January. 1978. 


4. It is stated that the minimum eainings of the loaders 
as per N.C.W.A. is Rs, 13|- per day and for 26 days the 
total basic comes to Rs. 3381- per month and this basic 
pay Is to be protected by the management. It_ is alleged that 
the concerned workmen were getting much higher wages on 
piece rate basis but fall back wages were Rs. 131 pcf dav- 
But when they were taken as Security Guards the management 
reduced their daily basic wages to Rs, 10/- per day amount¬ 
ing to Rs, 260/- per month and they were paid Rs. 260/- per 
month till March, 1979 and thereafter they were being paid 
at the rate of Rs. 285/- per month but they should have got 
Rs, 338- per month which was their minimum basic earnings. 
It is also stated that the scale of pay of Security Guai d vi4iich 
are in Grade G is Rs. 285-.360/- per mouth as per N.C.W. 
A-1 from 1-1-1975 and after protection of the pay of the 
concerned workmen they should have been paid at the rate 
of Rs. 338/- per month. It is also stated that in fixing the 
grade of the concerned workmen as security guards their 
pay should have been fixed, at the rate of Rs. 352,50 paise 
from the date of joining as Security Guards.

5. According to the workmen in this ve^ colliery two other 
workmen vi/, Sri Maniram Jaswarah and Sri Tausar Kha were 
taken in the security job from loaders and their pay potectioo 
was given and their basic wage was fixed at Rs. 352.50 palto 
per month. 
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6. The demand of the concerned woAmeu is that they 
should bo regularised *n the post of seciiiity guard arid their 
basic pay should be fiAod in proper grade with pay protection 
According to them their pay should be fixed at 352.50 per 
month. 

7. The management besides contesting the case on merit* has 
also taken the plea that the sponsoring union has no locuslandi 
to raise the dispute as they have got no existence in heetalpur 
Colliery. On merits the case of the management is that some- 
tirne in the year 1979 following reassessment of the numi^r of 
security guards in the colliery due to increase in theft of coal 
and other colliery materials, necessary was felt to engage a 
number of security guards and instead of recruiting them from 
outside a decision was taken that options should be given to 
those able bodied piece rated woikem who arc working as 
such. Accordingly the concerned workmen gave their option 
and they were employed as such .It is submitted tliat the work 
of a security guard is less strenous and If the concomed work¬ 
men were not satisfied with the wages paid to them thev may 
go to theii original job. It is further slated that the question 
of regularising the concerned workmen as seeming guaids does 
not arise as they have not qualifled so far in security guard 
training which is a condition precedent before any security 
guard can be i-egulariscd. 

8. Regarding the fixation of pay it is submitted that for work¬ 
ing as a Watchman there is no question of protecting the 
basic earnings of the concerned workmen because they came in 
the employment after giving ondertakinp that they will accept 
the pay scale of security guard, According to the management 
the concerned workmen were'taken In as Watchman which Is 
in Grade H , nd not Grade G. It is also stated that unless the 
security guards complete their training they are not entitled 
to get the wage of a security guard. 

9. On the above allegations it is prayed that the reference be 
decided against the concerned workmen. 

10. The point for consideration i.s as to whether the mana¬ 
gement' was justified in not regularising Ihe concerned work¬ 
men and In not fixing their basic wage in proper grade with, 
pay protection as security guard. If not, to what relief they 
are entitled. 

11. In the written statement the definite case of the con¬ 
cerned workmen is that they were appointed a.s &curity Guard 
in the month of June. 1977 or in the month of July, August 
and Nbvor^er, 1977 and one of them. viz. Raraadhor Kmri 
was- appoiirted in January 1978. Admittedly they were loa- 
dtTS pnor 'o their appointment as security guards. According 
to the wrii'en statement of ihe management, bowcvci, 
necessity for appointment of guards was felt in the year 1979 
and the? concemed workmen who were loadeis were appoin- 
tel as such. This means that according to the managrraent 
this appointment was made In the year 1979. But this is not 
factually correct. Now if the concerned V'orkmen were 
appointed to work as security guards from the year 1979 
then prior to 1979 they must be working fs leaders, the 
management ought to have filed the wage sheets of the con¬ 
cerned Workmen to show that prior to 1979 they were work¬ 
ing a* loaders and not as security guards. The wage sheeSa 
were the most authentic document to support this fact. 
Further Ibe management has also filed rejoindrr to he writ- 
en .statement filed b" the workmen and in the very flr-t 
para of the t-joinder it is mentioned th'^t the statements made 
in para 1 & 7, of the ivrittcn statement of the concernwl 
workmen are factually correct. The workmen ip nava 2 of 
their writt-'n statement has speciflcailv mentioned the month 
and vem- their ioi^'np in the nnst of security cupp'd. Tn 
view of the above admission therefore it cannot be said 
that the aforesaid appointment- was made In the year 1979. 
MW-1 Is Sri P. C. Roy, Dy. Personnel Manager of Seetalpur 
QolHery. He has stated in his chief that in 1979 some sem- 
rity guards were recruited to check theft etc,, and a decision 
was taken to recruit security guards from the existing work¬ 
force that is from pl'ce rated workers who were su phis In 
the colHerv. This statement of this witness is apparently not 
oweet hi view of the admission tw the manavemen* in the 
rejolirfer that the- confeBtfon of rtip workmen that they are 
wort'nv ns security miards since 1977 i.s correct. Further 
this witnees has stated that this apnointment was made out 
of surpftw piece rated workers but no such plea has been 


taken in the written statement itself and it appears that his 
witness in a zeal to help the management has stated the above 
fact loi which no document has Dccn hied. Now it Ihtic was 
such a decision then iheie must be some document of the 
ni.inagcment to piovc the said fact. The management is not 
a private company but it is a Ooicrnmont owned company 
and it cannot be believed that .sny decision will be taken 
without issuing any order or circular regarthng it. 

12. The next contention of the management is that there 
was pioceduie to give training to the security guards and 
unless the conceincd woikmen completed the training and 
passed .some tests they cannot be regularised as security 
guards. Now if there is such, a procedure then that pro- 
ceduie or the circular indicating the said procedure should 
have been hied in this case, but that has not been filed 
for icasons best known to the management. Moreover if 
there is such a pioceduic that must also have piovided 
what pay a security guard will get during training stage. The 
W.igc Board recommendation does not pi escribe any train¬ 
ing for tt security guard. Thus there is also no document 
lo show that a security guard cannot be regularised imlesi 
hr completes some training after passes some tests, Ihrs con¬ 
tention of the management is also not subtantiated. 

13. Much lelivUicc has been placed on behalf of the 
manngemenl lo certain alleged undertakings given by the 
concerned workmen whidh arc marked Exis. M-1, M-2, M-3 
to M-3|7 They aie all slips in ocloslylcd and they read 
.IS follows . 

”1 do hc'ieby give an undertaking that 1 am willing to 
work as Guard and wiU accept the initial wages 
of Guard and will not ask lor piotection of my 
present wages. Fuilher 1 give an undertaking (hat 
if 1 am selected J may be posted anywhere in 
Ilishergarh Area." 

On this veiy undettnking the signature oi thumb 
impiession of the concerned workmen has been taken and 
it is dated 7-10-81). On the basis of these slips its is staled 
that the concerned workmen undertook that they will not 
icsk for protection of their present wages and hence the 
said demand crannoi be made now. Two of the concerned 
workmen have been examined as WWl-1 & WW-2 and ac¬ 
cording to them they put their thumb impicssion and signa¬ 
tures on these slips under the direction of |he manrgement 
without iinderstandmg their content*. As the concerned 
workmen are illcterate it was not difBcnlt for the management 
to take their thumb imprssions and signatures without ex¬ 
plaining the contents to them. It will also appear that the 
dispute was raised for regulaiisatwn and protection of pay 
scale of the concerned workmen before the management by 
letter dated 14-4-1979 (Ext, W-5) sent by the union to the 
management. The said dispute w-as raised before the A.L.C:. 
by a letter dated 14-6-1979 Fxt, W-1. The A.L.C. sent 
notioe to the management on 20-6-1979 (Ext. W-2). An¬ 
other notice was sent (Ext, W-3) for conciliotion on 20-2-80. 
The failure report was submitted by the A.L.C. on 1-7-80 
(E.xt. W-4) and thereafter the present reference was made 
on 25-11-1980. 

14. The undertakings taken from the concerned workmen 
are all date.d 7-10-1980, It does not look natural that for 
which dispute has been raised, conciliation held and failure 
of the conciliation and referring the matter to the Govern¬ 
ment, the cimcBmed workmen would be so foo] as to 
give undertaking to the management as late as on 7-10-80 
that they will not ask for protection of their pay. It is 
clear that the management somehow or other manipulated 
to get the signatures from the concerned workmen after mis¬ 
leading them and no reliance can be placed on these docu¬ 
ments. 

15. The concerned workmen were admittedly appointed at 
security guards in the year 1977 and so from the date of 
their appointment they should have been paid the pay of a 
sc-MTity gtnrd after protecting their nay which they were 
geftintr prior to their appointment which was quite natural 
and iustified. But instead the management reduced their 
pay without any reason. 

16. If is also the definite case of the union that two of 
the loaders viz, Sri Maniram Jaswarah and Tausar Kha were 
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taken in the secuiity job fiom loadcKs cnul their pay piotcc- 
tion wub given and then baiia wages were fiAed at Rs. 352.50 
paise per mouth. This fact has not been denied on bchall 
of the management. hW-Z was also asked specifically hi 
his cross-examination on this point on behalf of the work¬ 
men but he showed his ignoiance about it. He has staled 
that he does not know that Sri Maniram Jaswaiah and Sri 
Taiisar Kha of Seeliilpur colliery were made security guard 
from louder piioi to the conccincd workmen. He also 
cannot say whether any pay protLCtion was given to them 
Now if su.il pay protection was given to other loaders, 
there is absolutely no leason as to why the same p.iy 
piotection should not be given to the conceined workman 
and further as they are working since the year 1977 theie 
is no ica.son us to why they should not ho regularised as a 
secuiily guaid in the absence of any circular of the manage¬ 
ment that such rcgulari.siUion is to be made after sonic 
specific period 

17. In this connection one of the letter of the manage¬ 
ment is also relevant and it is anne.xure A of the written 
statement filed on behalf ol the vvorkmcn. This olliec oidei 
is dated 9-5-1979 legarding selection to the post of aecvinty 
guard. But this letter the management ordered for protec¬ 
tion of pay lo the persons whg wore taken as security 
guards. The letter reads as follows : 

“In parrial, modification of the (fflico Orders No. HCL/ 
CMD;C-6B(R)|79!724 daietl I2lh March, 1979 and 
ECL|CMDlC-6B(R)|79|1059 dated 19th April 1979, 
it has .since been decided that the existing pay ol 
other eategoiy poson.s (Time-rated and monthly- 
rated), who have been selected for the posts of 
Security Guard, shall be protec'ed as follows :— 

1. Such employees who are in the lower scale than 

Grade ‘G’ and are diawing lower of the minimum 
of the scale, shall be fitted at the minimum of 
Grade ‘G’. But such employees who are gelling 
higher basic than the minimum of Giadc ‘G’ 
shall be fitted in Grade ‘G’ nearest to the stage 
in the scale so that they get iheii pay protection. 

2. Such employees who arc in higher cate¬ 

gory than Grade _'G’ and have been selected to 
the post of Security Guard in the admini.strative 
intciest, shall be given the pay protection by 
fitting them in the stage available in Grade ‘O’. 
In case they aie drawing higher basic th.an the 
maximum of the scale ‘O’, they shall be fitted «t 
the maximum of Guide ‘G’ and the balance If 
any, shall be given to them as their personal pay. 

This issue wilh the approval of Director (Personnel). 

Concerned Authorities are tequestcj lo release the con¬ 
cerned employees at the cailicsl.” 

As against Ih s Icitcr the contention of the management 
is th.it it relatc.s to only time rated and monthly rated and 
as the concerned workmen are piece-rated this ofllce order 
is not applicable lo them. It is no doubt true that the 
concerned woikmen were piece-rated but they have also 
been appointed to the same post to which other tiine-ialod 
or monthly rated employees were jppointed. Now if the 
time rated or monthly rated workers were given pay pro¬ 
tection there is absolutely no reason as to why the picce- 
rated tmplyecs should also not get the pay protection when 
they have been taken in the same job and the nature of 
duty ls_ also the ssme. Denial of such pay protection will 
be a discrimination which will not be helpful in the main¬ 
tenance of peace and .security in the Industry, .Same scale 
should be applied in the case of all the employees whether 
they arc pie'e-rafrd, time-rated or monthly rated. On the 
analogy of this office order also the concerned workmen are 
entitled to get Iheli pay protection as also reaularisation 
as a security guaid, 

IS. The contention of the managament in their written 
statement is also that the present union has no locirstandl 
to raise_ this dispute. The dispute has been raisesl by the 
Coal Mines Employees TTuon. According lo the statement 
of the paiti-s there are .diout 1200 or 1300 workmen in this 
collieiv, “WiW-l who is Vice-President of the union hfls skated 


that about 40 or 50 per oent of the workmen aie members 
of diffeient unions woiking in this collieiy while rest are 
nciitial and out of 40 or 50 per cent his union has got 
moie than 100 members. In support of it Ihp membership 
icgistei has been filed which shows that this union has got 
14/ members. The union has also filed l-\t. W-8 which is 
a petiiion filed by as many i.s 192 members requesting this 
niiion to lake up tlis case ot the concerned woikmen. Ext, 
W-6 is the ininutts ol the meeting o) Ihe E.xeciitivc Committee 
held on .30-9-1979 which shows that the piesent case idong 
with other c.ises were taken up by the union 

b; then resolution elated 8-4-197’9 The 

membership legisler Ext. W-7 would also show that 

concerned workmen. Thus thcie was a valid resolution afso. 
the above documents would show that the concerned work¬ 
men authorised the union to raise the dfsputc and the 
Executive Committee also agiced to raise the dispute of the 
concerned woikmert. Thus there was a valid resolution also. 
At most it can ho ui'ficd that the sponsoiing union Is a 
minority union but it is well settled that a miitority union 
c.ip. .Iso r.nisc such n dispute In support of it a luling repor¬ 
ted in 1978 fll) L.L.J, page 22 can be reterred to. Adrnit- 
Icdly the sponsoring union is a registered union 

19. Con.sidcring the abore documents, T hold (hat the 
■sponsoring union has locustandi to laisc the present tiispute 
and the Reference cannot be said to be competent. 

2(1. On a consideration of otluir iacis and evidence on le- 
cord, I hold that the concerned woi kmen arc entitled to be 
leglilaiiscd ns security guard fioni the dale of their appoint¬ 
ment and they arc also held entitled lo get their scales of 
pay fixed after giving due pay protection to them and 
(hey should not get less than what they weie getting prior 
to their appointment as security guard. Ihe Reference is 
decided in favour of the concerned workmen. 

21. I give my award accordingly.

2 The dispute in this case relate to the tcimmation of the 
services of Shn Panch Ram, ExplosKe Cariier of the fenki 
Colliery of the Western Coalfields Limited The workmatt, 
Shn Panch Ram hereinafter referred to as the workman, was 
employed as an Explosive Canier in Cntcgoiy 11 Mazdoor and 
while he was so employed he remained absant from 16-10 1977 
When he reported for duty on 20^11-1977 he was faced with a 
charge-sheet Theie was subsequently an enquiry and as a 
result of the finding recorded by the Enquiry Ofllcei his 
services were terminated This termination was the subject of

3 Both the parties filed their lespective statements of claims

The following dispute has been refejred to this Tribunal foi 
adjudication by the^Ministry of Labour, Government of India, 
vide it's Notification No. L-22012(30')/79-D, 1V(B) dated 
30th July, 1980 

“Whether the action of the management of WestcinCoaT 
fields Limited, Kanhan Area in ielation to thcii 
Arabara Colliery in disnrssing S/Shri Shahabir, Ram 
brij and Rambriksh, fub-loaderg or Kastuiba Incline 
of Ambnra Colliery is justified ? If not, to what 
relief arc the concerned workmen entitled ?” 


2. The statement of the workmen is that the management 
served false charge-sheet against them in respect of certain 
incident on the night intervening 18th and 19th Septembei, 
1978; that they were placed undei suspension; that there was 
a BO called et^iiiry against them; that the said enquiry was 
without observing piinciples of natural justice and the pres¬ 
cribed rules and regulations; and that as a result of in invalid 
enquiry against them their ^rvice were terminated. 

3. The reply of the management is that all the aforesaid 
workmen were woriking as leaders in the Arnbara Colliery and 
during the third shift in the night intervening 18th and 19th 
September, 1978 they assaulted a Store keeper, Shri Rhetar 
Lai, while on duty; that m a result of this assault he was bea¬ 
ten to unconciousness and threatened to be killed him also, 
■^en this incident was brought to the notice of the manage- 
iment all the thi ee workmen wore asked to submit their replies 
and as replies were not satisfactory they were charge sheeted 
vide Ex. M/13, Ex. M/14 and Ex. M/15 on 22-9-1978. 
An enquiry was held against them and as a result of enquiry 
the imtjugned order of tentiinat'on of service was passed 
against all the three workmen. 

4. As the validity of the enquiry was chullcnged by the 
workmen a number of issues W'erc raised on 7-10-1980. 
While evidence was being recorded with regard to the validity 
of enquiry it was found that the enquiry was not validity 
conducted. The management was therefore peimitted to 
prove the charges against the woikmen by ev7dcnce before 
this Tribunal. Accordingly, management examined M.W. 2 
Shri Khetar Lai, M.W. 3, Shri Yogender, M.W, 4, Shri 
Jharoo Lai. M.W 5, D.-. D.K. Banerjee, M.W. 6, Shri 
Syd. Ramzan Ali and Shri Pannalal, M.W. 7, Documentary 
evidence were aKo tendered in suppoU of the charges. On 
behalf of the workmen only the workman, Shri Shahvir, 
M.W. 1, and Dr K. N. Datta W.W. 2 were examined. The 
other two members of the wwkmen did not step to witness 
box to give their evidence. 

5 In view of the order passed On .1-1-1981 the only 
issues that survive for decision aic Lsties Nos 7, 8 and 9 
ns reproduced below ■ 

Issue No. 7 :—Whether the punishment aw.irdcl to 
the delinquents is appropriate 7 

Issue No. 2 '—In case the enquiry proceeding arc held 
to be vitiated whether the deliquents are guilty of 
the misconduct for which they were ebarge- 
sheeted by the management ? 

Issue No 9 —Relief and costs 

T have considered the ora] and dociimentaiy evidence given 
by both the parties My findings on those issues ne ns 
under - 


Issue No. 8 ;—The workmen are proved to have 
been guilty of misconduct for which they were 
charge-sheeted by the management. 

Issue No, 7 The punishment awarded to the work 
men was appropriate and fully justlllod. 

Issue No. 9 :—The workmen arc not entitled to any 
relief ? 

REASONS 

6 The charge-, against the workmen vide Charge-Sheets 
Fx. M|1J, MH4 and M/15 were that .dl of them on the 
third shift on 18-9-1978 physically assaulted, abused and 
attempted to kill the co-worker M.W. 2, Kheter Lai. This 
action on the part of all the three workmen was in viola¬ 
tion of Cause 17 of the Certified ‘'tending Orders, The 
management h.is, as alieady afoiesaid, given oral evidence in 
suppoil of the charges The statement of M.W. 2 Shii 
KhcUir Lai, is that at about 2 or 2.30 a.m. while he was 
in the night shift in picking the stones the thiec workmen, 
SlShii Shahvir, Rambrij and Rambriksh complained that 
he was earning wages without working; that immediatalv 
thereafter he was subjected to abuses and was caught 
hold of by Shii Shahvir and made to fell down on the 
ground by the other two workmen. His mouth was then 
closed and it was only after he came to consciousness that 
he reported the mutter to the police. According to him, lie 
was sent to the hospital and was heated for about 15 days. 
Ex. M|16 is his complaint to the management which was 
prepared by M.W. 4, Shri Jharoo Lai, M.W. 3, Shri 

Yogender, sayis that while he was on du/y at the place of 

incident at some distance he heaid M.W. 2, Shii Khetar Lai, 
sherting for help. He then repoiteq to the higher authorities 
and took him to the police station with an Ambulance. 
M.W, 4, Shri Jharoo Lai also support M.W. 2, Shri Khetar 
T al, legarcling the assault by the workmen M.W. 6. Shri 

Syd. Ramzan Ali, Overman in the mine, says that on 

being informed about Shii Khetai Lai nnconscicusness he went 
to the spoil and found that Shii Khetar Lai was 
unconscious, At that time he was infonned by Shii Jharoo 
Lai that the aforesaid workmen had assaulted him. He then 
brought them on the surface when the workmen were 
named by Shri Khetar Lai a,s the assailants. He was then 
i.aken to the hospital and to tbe polict station. MW. 7, 
Shri Panna Lai, also implicates the workmen with the 
assault of Shri Kheter I>al which be claims to have wit¬ 
nessed after he rushed to the spot on nries for help being 
raised by Shri Khetar Lai. Last witness examined by the 
management is Dr. D K. Banerjee (M.W, 5) of the Regional 
Hospital at the Tiinnurdeo This hospital is under the Central 
(Jevernment. He had cMniuitJ Shri Kheter Lai 
on 20th .September, 1978 and found that he had some 
bruised on body and complained of some pain in body 
and knee joints. He was admitted in hospital on 20lh 
.September, 1978 at 6s p m and discharged on 4-10-1978. 
This injury, according to the Doctor, was of about 48 
hours duration and could have caused by blows As against 
this evidence given by the manage,pent rnly the workmen 
W.W. 1, Shii Shahvir, has given a complete danial to the 
evidence given by the management’s witnesses W.W. 2, 
Dr. K N. Datta, who was to first examine Shri Khetar Lai. 
has stated that he examined Shri JChetar I al on 19-9-78 
nt the Priinarv Health Clinic (PH.CJ ,it Tiinnurdeo when 
Shri Khetar Lai complained of pain on the chest but 
there was no mark of infun'. 

7. Commenting upon the evidence given by the manage¬ 
ment’s witnesse.s it was urged that all the aforesaid wit¬ 
nesses except M.W, 2, Shri Khetar Lai, during their statc- 
nienfs in the enauirv proceedings and also in ciiminul 
case instituted against the workmen have professed ignorance 
about the cause of M M 2, Shri Kheter I.al, receiving any 
injury. These witnesses, according to the workmen, were 
tutored witnesses put up by the management foi the first 
time before this Tribunal to aive false and fabricated evidence 
against about an incident which in fact did not take place. It 
was further urged that if the workman, Shri Kheter Lai, 
had been suhiected to anv assault or iniuiy, us urged by him. 
then there was no reason as to whv there should have been 
no mark of iniury on h^s person when he was examined bv 
Dr. Datta, W.W 2 on the following dav These witnesses 
when confronted with their previous statements have explained 
their omiiwlons in the previous statements by saying that 
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iincc the deliquent workmen hnd thieitened them with serious 
consequences in case they were to ninke any statement against 
them, they did not implicate these workmen wheie they 
were esamined by the enquiiy Ollicer as also in the criminal 
case, It was also urged that in a criminal case not only these 
three workmen but several other also were accused and it 
was only because of the acquittal of all the accused that these 
three workmen were chosen and charge-sheeted. I have con¬ 
sidered those contentions and find that though these conten¬ 
tions are arguable hut they are not at all tenable, 

B. The fact that duting the cxtiminfltioii of Shii Khetev Lai 
on 20th September, 1978 Dr, Banerji of the Central Govern¬ 
ment Regional Hospital at Junnardeo found injuriee on the 
pet son of Shii Khcler Lai is fully borne cut from his evidence. 
It was for this reason that Dr. Banerji admitted Shri Khcter 
Lai as an indoor patient and discharged him on 4-10-1978. 
There is no particular reason as to why a responsible and 
senior Central Government employee Incharge of a Central 
Government Hospital should have given false evidence. No 
doubt Dr. Datta's evidence shows that he did not find any 
mark of external injury on the person of Shri Khetev Lai, 
but from his evidence I find that he made a superficial exami¬ 
nation of Shii Kheter l-al otherwise there was no valid reason 
for Dr. Banerji to admit the person in the hospital and treat 
him for about 15 days Tt was nowhere suggested to Shri 
Khctrr Lai that the injuiics noticed by Dr, Banerji were 
either self inflicted or were received by him in some other 
incident. Accordingly in my opinion, I find no valid reason 
as to why the evidence of Dr. Dntta should be preferred to 
the evidence given by Dr. Banerji. 

9. No doubt except M.W. 6, Shri Syd. Ramzan All, Over¬ 
man, the other management's Mtnesses did not implicate the 
workmen with any act of violence on two prevloua occasions 
VIZ. when they were examined in the domestic enquiry and in 
the criminal case also. The workmen and these witnesses arc 
admittedly employed in the same coal mine and the manage¬ 
ment's witnesses appear to be telling the truth that because of 
threats extended by the workmen they did not have the 
courage to say against them during the domestic enquiry and 
in the criminal case also. So far as the evidence of Shri 
Ramzan All M.W. 6, is concerned, it clearly shows that he 
immediately went to the spot and was told by Shii Kheter 
Lai, that these workmen had assaulted him. At that moment 
it was not suggested that someone had come and tutored Shri 
Kheter Lai to implicate these workmen instead of the rcnl 
culprits. The subsequent conduct on the part of Shri Khe.ter 
Lai, Shri Jharoo Lai, Shri Ramzan Ali and others clearly 
established that there was an incident of assault and these 
workmen were first named ai> fhe .issaihitils. I do not there¬ 
fore attach any particular importance to the omission on the 
port of these workmen to implicate the workmen both in 
the domestic enquiry as well as in the criminal case. 

10. It was not established in the crose-examination of any 
of ‘these witnesses that they bad any particular reason to 
falsely implicate the workmen. The chain of circumstances 
which is established from the evidence of the aforesaid wit¬ 
nesses closely establishes that there was an incident of assault 
in which these three workmen were assailants andjM.W. 2, 
Shri Kheter I al was the victim. 


11, From the evidence which I have discussed and believed 
above, it is found that during the night shift when Shri 
Kheter Lai was working along with other workers as stone 
picker for no reason these three workmen assaulted him. 
No doubt that Shri Shabvir has pledged his oath to deny 
allegations made against him but the other two workmen have 
not entered Into the witness box and there is no satisfactory 
reason about their absence. The woiknien working in the 
coal mine and that too at odd hours in the under ground 
are expected to observe a code of conduct and give all help 
to their co-workmen. If Shri Khetar Lai was exhibiting delin¬ 
quency in the discharge of his duties they could have renorted 
the matter to the Overman, Shri Ramzan Ali or to the Mining 
Sirdat on duty. They, however, tried to teach a lesson to the 
the Workman by heating him to unconsciousness so much so 
that he has to he earned on the surficc fiom where he was 
to be taken to hospital and was treated for about 15 days. 
Such a conduct on the part of the workmen working under¬ 
ground has to seriously noticed. 


12. The management finding the chaigcs proved imposed 
the pimishment of dismissal from service of the aforesaid 
thice workmen. The management by leading evidence before 
this Tribunal has established the charges which in my opinion 
arc a very serious nature. They have been awarded the piinish- 
niciH ol dismiss 1 1 from scivicc. The punishment, in my 
opinion, is quite proportionate the gravity of the offence 
commited by the workmen. I, therefore, find that in this 
case the workman have been found to be guilty of serious 
misconduct and that the punishment of dismissal of service 
awarded to them was quite pioportionatc. The workmen 
accordingly are not entitled to any relief in these proceedings, 

13. As a lesult of the discussion and ilie reasons given 
above, 1 hold that the management of the Western Coalfields 
I united Kanhar Area was justified in dismissing the workmen 
S/Shri Sahavir, Rambrij and Ramhriksh, Tub-loaders on the 
ground of serious mscondiict i.e. assault on Shri Kheter Lai, 
workman working on the underground of the coal mine. The 
woikmen in these circumstances are not entitled to any 
relief. I leave both the parties to hear their own costs as 
imiiired in these proceedings.

2. In this case the dispute referred to was with regard to 
the justification or otherwise of the dismissal of the services 
of Shri Rajjak, Line Mazdoor with effect from 11-1-1980 
by the management of the Nandan Colliery of the Western 
Coalflelds 1 imited, Kanhan Area. According to the state¬ 
ment filed by the workman he vvas charge-sheeted by the 
management and an enquiry^ followed us a result of which 
he was dismissed from service with effect from 11-1-1980. 
With regard to the subject matter of this charge he was 
also prosecxitcd but the prosecution resulted in his acquittal. 
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On account of being so acquitted tlic_ management, accord- 
ing to the workman, was not justified in dismissing him from 
service. 

3. The contention of the management is that there were 
serious chai-gcs against the tvorkman of mtsconduot und lisc 
of violence and as a result of the domestic eaqnlry chargee' 
were proved against the workman.

(b) If so, whether the management is entitled t<J prove 
the charge-sheet before this Tribunal ? 

The case was thereafter fixed for evidence of the partiea 
on 1-4-1982 but on the adjourned date neither the workman 
nor his Counsel nor his witnesses wore present. The manage¬ 
ment examined one witness and the case was reserved for 
final arguments on 2-4-1982. On 2-4-1982 also none appear 
for the workman, I have considered the evidence given, by 
the managemem, My findings on the aforesaid w.suos arc 
as under;— 

1. (a) The domestic enquiry held against the workman 
Shii Rajjak was not invalid, 

(b) The management was entitled to prove the efiarge- 
■sheet before this Tribunal. 

fn v/ew of the findings on Issue No. J(ii) the xe/irence 
has to he answered against the workman, 

6. As already stated above, the workman has neither en¬ 
tered into the witness box nor given any oral or docnmei*- 
t.nry cudence in support of his comentidn that the domestic 
enquiry held against him was invalid, The’nttack 6n the 
domestic enquiry is only contained in the statement of daim, 
If, according to the woikman, there was any invalidity In 
the domestic enquiry held against Mm tficn the burden was 
heavy on him to prove the allegations of Invalidity. How¬ 
ever, the management has given the evidence of the Enquiry 
Officer and has produced all tfie enquiry paper before thfa 
Tribun.nl. On an examination of his evidence and, the 
documents produced by him I have reached the conclusion 
that the domestic enquiry was valid and there are no grounds 
for interfering with the management’s decision on the enquiry 
rCpOrt submitted by the Enquiry Officer, 

7. M.W.l, Shri R, K, Singh, in Senior PerSonfid Oflicer, 
Arabara Gioup of Collieries at Junrtardeo, Vide Ex. M|1 
the Management of the Nandan Colliery, Where the Work¬ 
man was employed, appointed him as on Enquiry Offiter into 
the charge-sheet Ex, M/2 fiamed aghinst the workman, 
Shri Rajjak. He accoidingly issued the notice fix. M/3 to 
appear before him on 14-10-1979. As per order sheet of 
the enquiry proceedings Ex, M/3 15 days liihfe was granted 
to the workman and the enquiry was postp6ncd to 3-11-1979. 
On the adjourned date the workman submitted one applica¬ 
tion, Fx, M/5 and was then assisted by his co-workman. 
Shri W.azir Khan On this date the mamigement examined 
three witnesses and they weie olTcrcd for oross-exumiiintion, 
bnt they were not cross-examined, Agajn the enquiry was 
adjourned to 24-11-1979 when some more witnesses were 
examined with an oppoitunify to the wotkntan and hia 
co-worker to cross-examine them. On the same date the 
Workman was .dso examined and statement was -recorded. 
Thore.iftoi the enquity was postponed to 16-} 2-19-79, but on 
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that date the workman did not examine any witnesses in 
defence. Thereafter he submitted his report Ex, M/7, He 
further says that Ex. M/8 is the complete record of the 
enquiry proceedings recorded by him. On the day when 
the defence witnesses were to be examined i.e. on 16-11-79 
the workman's co-worker and his Counsel were absent. The 
result was that the statement of witnesses was not subjected 
to any ci oss-exnminatlon. 

8. In the statement of claim the workman has made only 
a casual allegation that there was false enquiry against him. 
However from the evidence given by the Enquiry Officer it 
appears that when adjournments were sought they were allow¬ 
ed, witnesses in support of the charge-sheet were examined 
in the presence of the workman and his co-worker, evidence 
given ny the management’s witnesses vvas allowed to be 
cross-examined by the workman, the workman was also 
allowed to give his own statement and produce evidence in 
his defence and on a consideration of the evidence led by the 
management and the workman, the Enquiry Office vide his 
report Ex. M/7 found that the charge of assaulting the 
Asstt. Manager, Shri A. K. Das, while on duty and threatcB- 
ipg him to death with abusive language was satisfactorily 
proved. The Enquiry Officer considered the medical evidence 
which corroborated the factum of assault on the Mlne^ 
Officer. A perusal of the record of enquiry Ex. M/8 and the 
repoi t Ex. M/7 will show that the evidence has been dis¬ 
cussed at length and the appreciation of the evidence is 
reasonable. 

9, In the light of the aforesaid evidence which remains 
unrebutted I am clearly of the view that the charge sheet 
Ex. M/1 was proved and the Enquiry Officer’s report is 
based on a proper appreciation of_ evidence. There is no 
invalidity in the mode of the enquiry held by the Enquiry 
Officer. The Enquiry Officer was from another mine and 
Iheie is no allegation that he had any bias against the tvork- 
tnan. Consequently, in the absence of any reliable evidence 
It has to be concluded that there was a valid and proper 
enquiry against the workman and the mine management was 
justified in accepting the report of the Enquiry Officer. 

10 In view of the proved charge of assault by the workn 
man on a superior officer with threats in abusive language 
for causing to death the management was Justified in im¬ 
posing punishment of dismissal from service. 

11. In the light of the view that I have taken above with 
regard to the validity of the enquiry it has to be held that 
the order of dismisal passed by the management was fuUy 
iustified and the workman is not entitled to any relief. A-waxd 
is passed accordingly against the workman and in favour of 
the management. Thfcre will bo no order as to costs of 
these proceedings.

AWARD 

By Order No. D19012(62)/79-D.IV(B), dated, 24thl26th 
July, 1980, the Central Government being of opinion that 
an mdustnal dispute existed between employers m relation 
to the management of Mohanpur CoUiery under Sangram- 
Colliery of Eastern Coalfields Limited, Post Office 
di. District Burdwan and their workmen in respect of 
the matter specified in the schedule attached to the order, 
referred the same for adjudication to this Tribunal. The 
schedule to the order reads thus. 

“Whether the action of the management of Mohanpur 
Colliery under Sangramgaih Colliery of Eastern 
Coalfields Limited, Post Office Samdi, Dist Burdwan 
in refusing to continue to employ Shri Abdul Aziz, 
Boring Supervisor with effect from 27-3-74 i« 
justified 7 K not, to what relief is the concerned 
workman entitled 7’’ 

2. After notice to the parties they have filed their res¬ 
pective written statements and rejoinders The present dis¬ 
pute having been raised under Sec 2A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act by the concerned workman himself no union 
represents him and the case for the concerned workman 
is conducted by himself through his lawyer 


3 The case of the workman as made out in his ideading 
may be briefly stated thus The concerned workman was 
employed In Mohanpur colliery and was working there 
before the colliery was taken over by the Central Govern¬ 
ment on 31-1-73. While in employment he was a person 
employed in a mine as per Sec. 2(h) of the Mines Act, 
1952, He being a workman in the colliery on the date of 
take over his service conditions in the colliery are pro¬ 
tected under the provision of the Nationalisation Act The 
concerned workman while employed in the colliery was a 
permanent workman there. Ho was doing the work of a 
boring supervisor and as such was supervising the work of 
a gang of 8 persons All the persons included in the 
gang together with the concerned workman himself used 
to be paid wages by the then management through vouchers 
and wagesheets. The names of S/Shri Madhusudan Das, 
Kashinath Beldar and Safi Mohammad, members of the 
gang, will appear in the wagesheet of the colliery alongwith 
the name of the concerned workman Besides doing the 
job of boring supervisor the concerned workman, 
was also doing other work in the collierv, namely, super¬ 
vising the jobs of soft coke manufacturing work and of 
measurement of “Fera', The name of the concerned work¬ 
man appears in Form B legister of the colliery prior to 
take over At the time of take over the colliery the said 
Form B register maintained by the private management 
was taken from the colliery by CM A Before take over 
the colliery in which the concerned workman was working 
belonged to Sri N S. Chowdhury While Sri Chowdhury 
was the owner, wagesheet of the concerned workman was 
jjrepared bv the private management upto week ending 
27-1-73 From 29-1-73 the concerned workman having 
suffered from cardiac trouble could not ioin his duty and 
remained absent from 29-1-73 upto 25-3-74 During the 
period of h^s iUness the workman was under the treatment 
of Dr Balaram Bhui After recovery from illness when 
the concerned workman presented himself before the manage¬ 
ment for permission to join his normal duty, he was not 


allowed. On 28-3-74 the management accejficd the original 
application from the concerned workman with the original 
medical certificate. At the time when the management 
accepted the aM>licatlon and the medical certificate of the 
workman the workman was told that he would be allowed 
to join his duty after consultation with the manager of 
Mcmanpnr Colliery. As no decision was taken on the appli¬ 
cation of the workman he made further applications one 
after another upto 1978 for permission to join duty When 
the management was considering the representations of the 
concerned workman the manager, Mohanpur OoUlery vide 
his letters dated 21-11-77 and 19/21-5-78 informed the 
administration that the concerned workman had worked 
upto January 1973. The L.E.O.(C), Asansol also Inspected 
the colliery record and found as a fact that there was 
relationidiip of employer and employee between manage¬ 
ment and the concerned workman. Inspire of all these 
management refused permission to the concerned workman 
to resume hta duty with effect from 27-3-74 This action 
OB the part of the management was illegal and amounted 
to unfair labour practice In these circumstances the 
workman prays that the reference be answered In his 
favour. 

4. The case of the management as aj^ears from its 
pleading bereft of unnecessary details is given below The 
wotieman was never employed in Mohanpur colliery at any 
time after nationalisation of the mine on 1-5-73 or at any 
time immediately before that dale As a serious contro¬ 
versy was raised between the parties about the existence 
and continuance of a contract of employment the Central 
Government is not competent in law to entertain the Indus¬ 
trial dispute under Sec. 2-A of ID Act A dismite in order 
to come between the purview of Sec 2-A of ID Act 
must be between an employer and emolovee regarding dis¬ 
missal, discharge, retrenchment or otherwise termir''tlon of 
service Therefore In order to attract the section there 
must be an action of the employer against the workman 
Tn the present case the dispute not being about any order 
of dismissal, discharge retrenchment or termination of service 
of the concerned workman the case cannot he covered under 
Si». 2-A of ID Act. The concerned workman not being 
an employee in Mohanpur Colliery never became a member 
of C.MP.F., he was never paid any wages either before 
take over and nationalisation or at any time thereafter The 
workman’s name does not appear In the manpower rolls of 
the existing workmen of the colliery prepared immediately 
after take over on 31-1-73 The concerned workman all on 
a sudden In the vear 1978 after a lack of five years after 
nationaliaatiop lodged a false claim before the A L C (C) 
alleging that he was an employee of the collierv prior to 
the take over. The workman also made false allegation In 
the conciliation proceeding thSt he was on leave and dur¬ 
ing the period of leave he was under medical treatment. 
As a matter of fact the concerned workman was never 
an employee in Mohanpur collierv and so he is not en¬ 
titled to any relief. On these allegations the management 
claims that th© reference should be answered against the 
workman. 

5. At the time of hearing the workman besides proving 
three documents which have been marked as Exts. W-1 to 
W'S has examined three witnesses including himself. On 
the side of the management only one witness, namely, Sri 
S. K Mukherjee who claims to be the manager of Mohanpur 
colliery under M/S. N. S Chowdhury (Private owner-) at 
the time of take over and who also claims to he the 
Asstt. Manager at present under the present employers has 
been examii^. Besides this oral evidence the management 
all the documents marked as exhibits in the case have been 
has relied upon as many as 11 documents which have been 
marked Exts, M-1 to M-11 It may be mentioned here that 
admitted into evidence formal pro^ being dispensed with 
by the parties. 

6. From the cases made out in the pleadings of the res¬ 
pective parties the controversy appears to he as to whether 
the concerned workman was working in Mohanpur CoUiery 
when the concerned workman was under private manage¬ 
ment as a iiermanent delivery tdl two days before the date 
of take over ie. 31-1-73 as claimed by him or as to whether 
the concerned workman at the relevant time as pleaded by 
the management was merely a boring contractor. The work¬ 
man comes forward with a case that be was a permanent 
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employee under the private management in Mohanpur col¬ 
liery and was doing the work of a boring supervisor and 
as such he was supervising ihe work of a gang of about 
8 other workers employed by the management, that frcnn 
29-1-73 just two days before the date of take over he fell 
ill and was under medical treatment, and that after he was 
cured of his aftment when he reported for duty on 27-3-74 
the management refused him permission to join. The stand 
of the employers on the other hand as revctded from their 
pleading is that Abdul Aziz the concerned workman was 
never a workman in Mohanpur Colliery when the same 
was under private management and that he was merely 
doing the work of a boring contractor under private manage¬ 
ment. Mr, T, P. Choudhury learned counsel for the manage¬ 
ment concedes at the time of argument that if it is found 
as a matter of fact that Abdul Aziz was a permanent 
workman in Mohanpur colliery under private management 
at the time of take over and that he was not present in 
his duty on the date of take over on account or his Illness 
he would be entitled to the relief claimed by him, not¬ 
withstanding the fact that he was absent and not on duty 
on the date of take over i.e, on 31-3-73. After making 
this concession Mr. T. P. Choudhury argues that when the 
management's stand throughout has been that Abdul Aziz 
was never a worKman in Mohanpur colliery under private 
management either at the time of take over or prior to that 
the onus in upon the workman to prove that he was a 
workman in Mohanpur colliery as daimed by him. On 
the other hand Mr. J. D. Lai, appearing for the workman 
relying on the language used in the order of reference 
contends that in view of language tued In the order it has 
to be taken that the concerned workman was a workman 
prior to 27-3-74 because a tribunal i under an order of 
reference has been asked to answer the question as to 
whether the action of the management in refusing of 
Abdul Aziz to continue in employment with effect from 
27-3-74 is justified. Such being position it Is urged 
by Mr, Lai that to answer the question as claimed by the 
management as to whether Abdul Aziz was a workman In 
Mohanpur Colliery prior to take over would amount to 
^oinij; beyond the reference. Such a contention of Mr. Lai 
18 without any force. The Tribunal has been asked to say 
as to whether the manegement is justified In refusing Abdul 
Aziz to join his duty with effect from 27-3-74. To answer 
this question it hae to be seen in view of the stand taken 
by the management from the very inception as to whether 
Abdul Aziz was a permanent workman in Mohanpur Col¬ 
liery at any time before 27-3-74. In the event this question 
is answered in favour of the management, the action of the 
management refusing permission to Abdul Aziz to join duty 
with effect from 27-3-74 most be held to be justfted. So 
I hold that the controversy raised between parties as to 
whether Abdul Aziz was permanent workman in Mohanpur 
Colliery under private management till t^ date of take 
over falls within scope of the rcfereace and has to be 
answered. 

Since both parties have led both oral and dacumentary 
evidence in support of thejr respective cases and on tl» 
main question in controversy, namaly, as to whether Abdul 
Aziz was a permanent workman under private manage¬ 
ment till the date of take over, the qucrtion of Onus becomes 
insigniffcBnt. It Is common knowledge tltot the owner ^ 
a coUiery is bound to maintain a Form B Kjealster which 
is a statutory register showing the names of all the workmen 
employed Ip the colliery with certain particulars as prte* 
cribed under law. it Is not disputed mat Mohanpur col¬ 
liery before take over belonged to M/S. N. S, Choudhury. 
The workman had called for old ‘B’ Form register main¬ 
tained by private management. The maBagentiant has pro¬ 
duced a ‘B* Form register for 1973 saying that this is the 
only register available with It This register produced ly 
the management Is marked Ext. M-l. MW-1 ^o was ad¬ 
mittedly the manager of Mohanpur colliery under the private 
management on the date of take over says In his evidence 
that Ext. M-l Is the Form B Rej^ter which was 
being maintained by M/s. S, N. Chotidhury fill tbs 
date of fake over. The recitals in the doctynent 
('shows that this register stands in the name of 
M/s, N. S, Choudhury & Co. This repisfer according to MW-1 
does not contain the name pt Abdul Aziz. But on close 
examination of this register 'll appears that at some places 
old names have been erased and new names hav6 bwn writ¬ 
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ten. funher the colliery m question was taken over on 
31-1-7J. Ihis regi.sier is said to be of the year 1973. It is 
doubtful ii me puvate management will prepare a ’B’ Fomii 
register for 197^ Knowing luliyi well tnat tne colliery would 
be taKcn over on 31-1-/3. Ihe writer of the document is not 
examined, fn thcic circumstances no rehance can be placed 
on bxi. M-l. MW-1 docs not asseii in his cviocnce ll^al no 
other "B Form register was iWded over by the private own- 
ei lo the custodian at me time ol take over except Ext. M-l. 
In view of crasion nppwimg in the register Ext. M-l 
and nonrmenlion of rcquiicj particulars at several places 
or the register the ooctiment does not appear to be a genuine 
one. Iso nort-mentioii ol the name o^f the worKman in this 
register Is not fatal. The next important document reued 
upon by the management is Ext. M-4, copy of CMPF return 
showmg me contiibution of the woi Kers worKing m Mahanpur 
colliery in the year 1972 when the said colhery was under 
private management. It is common knowledge that under 
CMPF scheme a permanent worker is entitled to be a memr 
ber of the scheme whereafter he has to iraKe some con¬ 
tribution towards me provident fund. It is the duty of the 
management to send returns ol provident fund contributions 
of Its employees to the Provident Piind olhcc fiom time to 
time. It is argued by Mr. Choudhury that if Abdul Aziz 
as claimed by him was really a permanent workmen m 
Mohanpur colliery in the year 19/2 ordinaiiiy his name 
would find place in the return submitted by the manager- 
ment In the year 1972. Ext. M-4 the copy of such retuim 
proved by MW-l does not m..lude the name of Abuul Aziz, 
So it is contended that the claim of Abdul Aziz is not true. 
But according to the workman he started working in 1972. 
A workman in order to be eligible to be a member of the 
CMPF scheme has to put in prescribed period of service 
before he becomes a member of the scheme. It may be by 
the time Ext. M-4 was submitted the workman wa® not 
entitled to be a member. That apart merely because the 
workman is not a member of the scheme he can not bo 
deprived of hit right to continue as a worker if he is other¬ 
wise entitled. In this view Ext. M-4 is of no assistance to 
the management. The third document of importance relied 
upon by the workman is Ext. M-2 the wages It and Fxt 
M-3 the relevant entry in Ext. M-2 for the week ending 
27-1-73, In lie wagesheet for the week ending 27-1-73 on 
the left hand page is found the name of Abdul Aziz and two 
other persons, namely, Kashinath Beider and Madhusudan 
Das under the heading A/C boring. On the same page 
just below the aforesaid entry under the heading A/C Birck 
cutting there are four nanies. Just below this under the 
heading A|C Stone cutting there are two names. All these 
names have been put under braket at the right hand page of 
the wagesheet and by the side of the bracket there is an 
endorsement i “cancelled ary pending further bill”. This 
endorsement appears to be in the hand of Shri S. K. Mukher- 
jee MW-1. MW-1 was admittedly the manner of the colliery 
under M/s. N. S, Choudhury and Co. till the date of t^e 
over and continued in the colliery sometimes thereafter. He 
has deposed that the persons named on the left hand side of 
the wagesheet for the week ending 27-1-73 were not Work¬ 
men in the colUery and were doing contract work only. By 
mistake their names were included in the wagesheet for the 
week ending 27-1-73. According to him when the mistake 
was detected he bracketed all the names and made endorse¬ 
ment In his own hand saying “cancelled and pending for 
further bill”. It is urged by Mr. Choudhury that the very 
fact that the names of the persons appearing on the left 
band side of the wagesheet are under the heading, namelv, 
“A/C boring”, “A/C brick cutting” and "A/C stone cutting” 
indicates that the persona named under these headings 
were not workmen. This inference according to Mr. 
Choudhury further gains corroburntion from the endorse¬ 
ment made by MW-1 on the right hary side saying "can- 
lulled and pending further bill”, Mr, Choudhury says that 
if the persons were not contractors there would be no ncces- 
sity for _MW-1 to say in the endorsement that mater is 
pending jn blFs. The evidence of MW-1 so far as his evi¬ 
dence regarding the wagesheet is con''ei ned is not credit worthy. 
He has not date^ the endorsement made by him. No rea- 
son has been given as to under what circumstances and by 
whom the name of this workman was mentioned in the 
wagesheet which is only meant for workers, The entry 
shows that the number of davs the workman worked and the 
basic wages he earned. This entry is very significant. Be¬ 
cause if the workman was a mere contractor who ns per 
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evidence of MW-1 ii to be paid accordins to the volume of 
work how basic wage earned by him has been mentioned in 
the wagesheetV No satisfactoiy explanation has been fur¬ 
nished by the management as to how basic wage earned by 
the workman has been mentioned in the wagesheei. 1 there¬ 
fore hold that the cancellation made by MW-1 in the wage- 
sheet has been subsequently done foj the purpose of this 
case. Here reference may be niudo to Ext. M-3 in which 
MW-1 as Assistant ]Vfan.jger has himself wiitren thin the 
concerned workman worked upto January 1973 at Mohan- 
pur unit. Tills admission of MW-1 has not beeu satisfac- 
tofily explained. Ext. M-3 with Ext. M-3 goes to show 
that the concerned workn’an was a worker in the concern¬ 
ed colliery till two days beloic take over. So accordiim to 
me Exts. M-2 and M-5 are two important pieces of docu- 
mcntliry evidence of nnimpcachable character which esta¬ 
blish the case of the concerned workman. The other set of 
documents which throw light on the conttoveisial question 
afe Exts. W-2 and W-7 the two representations of the work¬ 
man for permission to resume duty and Ext. W5 an appli¬ 
cation by the workman lo the A.L.C. (C). In Ext. 
W-2 the workman fans asserted his own case as pleaded in 
his written statement saying that he w..s woikina in Mohan- 
pur Colliery as boring supervisor for more than 3 year*, 
and that as he was attached with cardiac trouble on 29-1-73 
suddenly and remained ill till March 1974 it was not possible 
lor him to join duty till the date of repiesciitation i.e. 27-3-74 
In Ext. M-7 which is another representation of the workman 
through his lawyer he makes a different case saying that he 
was on his duty in Mohanpur colliery on 31-1-73 tho date 
of take over and that he fell sick on 1-2-73 till 27-3.74. 
True in Ext. W-7 there is some discrepancy about tho date 
when the workman fell ill and about the date upto which 
he wotked. But the stand taken here is substantially 
the same as in Ext. W-2. Tlie little discrepancy found 
in Ext, W-7 is due to the fact that the document was 
written by the workman’s lawyer and not by woikmen him¬ 
self. So in my view this di^repanoy is not fetel to workman’s 
case. Tire, fact that the concerned workman was a workman 
in the concerned colliery before take over is not only 
asserted by the workman in his evidence but is corroborated 
by WW-3, There is nothing to disbelieve WW-3, Then comes 
the question as to whether the concerned workiran fell ill 
and wa* unable to attend duty with effect fiom 27-1-73 
tin he reported for duty on 27-3-74. On the plea of Illness 
the evidence is one sided. The workman himself as WW-1 
asserts that he fell ill tiO 27-3-74, His evidence is supported 
by the doctor WW-2 who treated the workman. There is no 
reason why the doctor will come forward to support a 
false case for the workman merely because the workman hap¬ 
pens to bp a co-villagcr of the doclor. The doctor assert* 
in his- evidence that he was treating the workman through¬ 
out and that be- had granted a certificate of fitness to the 
workman when he was cured. The doctor proves the copy 
of the original certificate. The original certificate according 
to the workman had been submitted by him before the 
management at the time of his representation. Reading the 
evidence of the doctor I do not find any inherent defect in his 
evidence. Merely because the orldnal registers maintained by 
the doctor have been lost as deposed by the doctor hi* 
evidence can not be thrown out. So I hold that the work¬ 
man was a permanent employee under private management 
and worked upto 27th January, 73 since when he absented 
himself from duty on account of illness As the time when 
the workman reported for duty on 27-3-74 after recovery 
from his illness if the management thought that the work¬ 
man was guilty of unauthorised absence it wag open to the 
management to draw up a disciplinai-y proceeding against 
him and to reniove birr from service after finding him guflty 
in the proceeding. This was admittedly not done and the 
workman was refused permission to reXume duty on tho 
plea that he was never a workman. This the management 
was not entitled to do. The workman has relied upon tho 
copy of the doctor’s certificate showing that he was ill. 
The copy of the certificate has been attested by the President 
of the Union Board on 119-10-79. It is the case of the work¬ 
man that he hubmitted the original certificate v/hen he applied 
for pcrmi.ssion to resume duty. The last category of docu- 
meijts on which parties have relief upon are some of the 
internal correspondence of the management. After the re- 
prev-entation of the workman through his lawyer Ext. M-7 
was received by the management the sub area manager wrote 
to the manager of Mohanpur colliery a letter Ext. M-6 


in which the fotWf fisked lattef’s ophiion on the fepresenta- 
uon Fkt. M-7. In reply td this, letter of the sub-aiea mahaijcr, 
manaacf of MoWrpui' colliery wrote tO the sub-area manager 
a letter Ext- M-S.Tplhis letter it lins been clearly stated that 
the name Qf Abdifi Azin appears in wageshcct for thb. week 
ending 27-1-73, of Mohanpur unit and ttuit his wages were 
nftt paid, The payment according to this iclic' wax stopped 
by the then' hranager. The then manager is Mr, S, K 
Mulc^riw, MW-1 whose eVidence has ahsxidy been discusSed 
nbovc, I have already noticed above thit the EOim H Rc- 
^ster produced by the management in the ease cannot be lelltd 
upon- Th^tsfore on the analysis of entire evidence 
wlh oral and documentary in the case I hold that the work- 
'man has" ^tAlishcd Ijis case that he wa? a permanent work¬ 
man in Mohanpur Colliery till 27-1-73, that he remained 
abstat 'from 29-1-73 to 27-3-74 on account of his illness 
and 'fh^t when, after recovery from illness he reported 
for duty he was refused permision to resume duly in viola¬ 
tion Of the provision of standing orders applicable to the 
colliery. Such being the conclusion it follows that the manige- 
mept )s not justified in refusing peimission to AbdpTAzli to 
wOfk in MOhahhhr Colliery when he reported for duty on 
27-3-74. 


Mr. 1. D Lai for the workman in support of the case 
of the workman raises a pomt of law on the basis of which 
■he urges that even- assummg that the workman was doing 
boring work under contract the woiknian is entitled to the 
relief claimed by him. Accor ting to Mr. Eal it is admitted 
case of the manhgcnient that the concerned workman is a 
boring contractor in. Mohanpur colliery. The case of the 
management is that the workman does the boring work 
and is paid according to volume of work done^ by him. 
T'hexefore according to Mr. Lai relationship of employer 
and employee, should be taken to have been established bet¬ 
ween the parties. Reliance is piacd by Mi'. Lai in a decision 
reported- in 3 SCLJ. 2022 (Dhrangadbra Cheinical Works 
LW V. State of Saurashtra). According to the decision the 
test for determination of relationship between master and 
servant is tlje existence of the right in the master to super¬ 
vise and control the work done by the servant not only in 
th^ mutter of directing what work the seivanr is to do but 
also the manner in which he shall do bis \vork. brdinurUy a 
distinction is alwayis-'drawn between a contract for service 
and P confrarvt bf service. The correct method of lipproach 
would be to consider whether having regard lo the nature 
of work there was due control and supervision by the em¬ 
ployer. The hroMk distinction between a workman end an 
independent contractor is that while former agiecs to work, 
the latter agrees to get others work. Though a person who 
agiTccs himself to work dobs so work and is therefore a work¬ 
man he does not cease to be such a person by reason merely 
of tlte fact that he get other person to work’alongwith him. 
• Judging from this standard I must say that the workman in 
the prc,sent case has established that he was doing the work 
of boring in such way which had established a lelalionship 
of employee and employer between him and the manage¬ 
ment. 

. .7. In the result I hold that the action of the management 
.<n Mohanpiir Colliery in refusing to continue to employ 
Abdul Aziz. Boring Super\'isor, with effect from 27-3-74 
js not justified-and that the workman is entitled to rcinstote- 
ihent. Since in the case before me tho workman concerned 
wai not Siting idle from the date h© was refused pemiisslon 
to resume duty. I hold that he is not entitled lo back wages. 
But ho is entitled to reinstatement from the day he reports 
for duty within a month from the date of publication of award. 
'The rcfarhhcc is answered aceordingiv. Parties are to bear 
their own costs.

3. From the aforesaid pleadings of the parties, it appears 
that the appHoant/complmnant has submitted an application 
‘leforc the Conciliation Officer (Central) Indore and the same

•lod Sukra Dhanwan appeared and filed joint petition along 
with a Memorandum of Settlement in Form ‘H’ stating that 
they had fairly and reasonably compromised th* disptue 
between themselves. They prayed to pass an Award in 
leiTfis of ihe compromise. TTie representatives of the wprk- 
■ men as stated above had further filed an authority algned by 
all the second-party workmen (except Suleman Efta and 
Oilas Kcrketta, SI. No. 5 and 16 respectively in the schedule 
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of reference who admitedly arc since dead) authorisina their 
representatives named above to represent them in this case 
and to compromise the dispute with the employer. 

3. Both the parties admitted the terms of settlement before 
me and submitted that they had voluntarily entered into the 
compromise without any coercion or duress for industrial 
peace and hai raony. 

4. Hence I pass this \ward in terms of the settlement and 
the Memorandum of Settlement ddted 27-3-1982 do form 
part of the Award

SHORT RECITAL OF THE CASE 

Industrial Disputes Case No. 4 of 1977(C) pending before 
the Industrinl Tribunal Orissa, Bhubaneswar arises out of 
the order of reference dated 5-2-77 made by the Govem- 
meuf of India, Ministi-y of Labour, New Delhi. As the 
employer has closed his establishment >n the meantime and 
the result of the case is uncertain for both the parties and 
they have in the meantime come closer in understanding and 
amity, after several rounds of meeting at Dungri, Baragarh, 
Cuttack and Bhubaneswar, in the, best of mutual interst 
and fairness to both the parties hereby resolve their dilutes 
and differences in the above said Industrial Dispute Case 
No, 4 of 1977(C) fully and finally this day, the 27th March 
1982. 

TERMS OF SETTLEMENT 

1. The employer as a gesture of humanity and good will 
■undertakes to provide employment to the workmen who are 
parties in the above case in any of the existing contractors’ 
establishments in the Dungri Lime Stone Mines of Messrs 
Industrial Development Corporation of Orissa, Ltd., on the 
following terms and conditions :— 

^0 The workmen shall offer themselves for employment 
on 1-4-82 and this offer shall remain open upto 
and of 7-4-82. 

(ii) Workmen offering for employment shall be identified 
by the new employer’s representative and shall 
submit three copies of their latest photographs and 


other details aa may be required by the said em¬ 
ployer at the time of confirmation of their services. 

(Hi) The rates of wages and other conditions of service 
of the workmen on employment will be the same 
as prevailing in the said employer’s establishment. 

(iv) The employment shall be initially on probation for 

a period as per the Standing orders of the establish¬ 
ment, or for three months whre there are no Standing 
orders. 

(v) The age of the workmen at the time of employment 

will be assessed by the Corporation's Mfedlcal Offi¬ 
cer which will be final for all legal and material 
purposes. 

(vi) Each workmen is liable to be medically examined 

before confirmation and at any time thereafter and 
one who is found medically unfit shall be discharged 
on payment of one month’s notice pay. 


Cvii) The workmen shall follow the rules of discipline in 
the establishment. 


2. The employer agrees to cause payment to each such 
employed workman a sum of Rs. 100 as recoverable advance 
wllbm three days of reporting to diny and the said advance 
will be recovered in five equal monthly instalments from June. 
1982. 

4. Both parties agree that this arrangement resolves fully 
and finally the dispute pending adjudication in I. D. Case 
No. 4 of 1977(C) and that both parties shall jointly approach

S.O. 18M,—Whereas the Central Government having been 
satisfied that the public interest so required had, in pursuance 
of the' provision of sub-clarac (vi) of clause (nj of section 2 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), declared 
by the notification of the Goveinment of India in the Ministry 
of Labour No. S.O. 3003 dated the 14th October, 1981, the 
service in any oil field to be a public utility service for the 
purposes of the said 7\ct, for a period of six months, from 
the 10th November, 1981; 

And whereas, the Central Government is of opinion that 
public interest requires the extension of the said period by a 
further period of six months ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to sub-clause (vi) of clause (n) of sectiwi 2 of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby declares the said industry to be a public 
utility service for the purposes of the said Act for a further 
period of six months frotii the 10th May, 1982.
